To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one 
Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Pohce  Officer,  and 
two  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year;  one  Selectman,  one 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  one  Trustee  of  the  Public 
Library  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  one  or  more  Highway  Agents, 
and  all  other  necessary  town  officers,  agents  and  com- 
mittees, and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges. 

Art.  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  for  the  support  of  the  poor  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  apply  for 
Town  Road  Aid,  and  raise  $267.62  for  the  same,  with 
the  State  to  contribute  $1,784.11. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  snow  bill. 

Art.  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  repair  highways  and 
bridges. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  one-hundredth  of 
one  per  cent  (1/100  of  1%)  of  the  assessed  valuation 


based  on  the  assessment  of  1958  for  the  purpose  of 
pubheizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  town,  together  with  other  towns  in  the 
Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  cemeteries.

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Keport  ol  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 

and  Xonr  District  Gliief 


The  1 964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year 
of  1963  in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second 
successive  year,  we  experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of 
more  than  ten  inches  and  the  compounding  of  such 
drought  conditions,  together  with  the  many  days  of 
strong,  dry  winds,  characterized  1964  as  one  of  the  most 
hazardous  years  in  the  past  half  century.  Although  our 
fire  season  was  three  weeks  longer  than  that  of  1968, 
the  number  of  fires  showed  only  a  slight  increase  and 
more  remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the  area  burned 
dropped  from  2280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres  in  1964. 
Early  detection  and  rapid  response  kept  many  potential 
fire  disasters  from  becoming  reality.  We  all  owe  a  debt 
of  gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  community  who  re- 
sponded and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state 
is  now  86%  wooded  and  its  economy -both  industrial 
and  recreational  -  is  greatly  dependent  on  this  forest 
resource.  The  responsibility  for  adequate  fire  protection 
of  this  great  area-4,350,000  acres -is  everyone's  responsi- 
bility and  prevention  is  one  of  our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you 
must  burn,  obtain  a  permit  and  watch  your  fire 
until  it  is  dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep 
matches  from  young  children.  Explain  to  them 
the  dangers  of  lighting  matches  and  making  out- 
door fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches 
are  out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year 
are  chargeable  to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed 
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to  escape;  (2)  children  playing  with  matches;  and  (3) 
smokers.  Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  all  such 
fires  endanger  property  and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  coopera- 
tion during  the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued 
cooperation  we  are  confident  that  we  can  improve  our 
fire  record  in  1965.

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REPOUT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Grantham  School  Board  and  Voters: 
FOREWORD 
Much  has  been  said  about  what  is  expected  of  edu- 
cation and  of  its  product,  the  student.  A  statement 
recently  issued  by  the  Commission  on  Educational  Policy 
of  the  California  Teachers'  Association  had  this  to  say 
about  the  subject:  Pursuit  of  excellence  in  education 
clusters  about  the  following  six  ideas: 

a.  Capacity  for  inquiry 

b.  Problem-solving  competence 

c.  Communication  and  computation  skills 

d.  Familiarity  with  organized  disciplines 

e.  Cultivated  enjoyments 

f.  Democratic  commitment 

The  ideas  and  thoughts  of  the  foregoing  might  seem 
subjective  and  idealistic,  but  the  statement  generally 
summarizes  quite  clearly  the  dimensions  of  what  good 
education  is  trying  to  accomplish.  In  terms  of  the  lay- 
man, we  might  conclude  "that  education  is  trying  to 
equip  the  individual  in  the  best  manner  for  which  he 
is  qualified  with  all  things  necessary  to  become  an  effec- 
tive member  of  society." 

SCHOOL  ORGANIZATION 
A  third  and  possibly  final  attempt  will  be  made 
to  tuition  grades  7  and  8  to  either  Lebanon  or  Newport. 
The  educational  needs  of  the  Grantham  students  must 
be  considered,  first  and  foremost.  Public  meetings  have 
been  held  to  explain  the  advantages,  disadvantages, 
costs  and  other  details  of  the  proposal.  I  will  not  take 
the  time  or  space  to  repeat  these  in  this  report. 

It  seems  the  district  has  the  best  opportunity  ever 
of  voting  the  change  this  year  without  committing  it- 
self beyond  two  years.  The  Lebanon  School  Board 
voted  at  its  meeting  of  Jan.  21,  1965,  to  accept  the  7th 
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and  8th  graders  on  a  tuition  basis  at  the  elementary 
rate  for  the  next  two  years  and  after  that  if  the  plan 
is  continued  the  rate  will  be  the  established  junior  high 
rate.  The  district  has  an  offer  in  writing  from  a  trans- 
portation company  to  provide  the  necessary  transporta- 
tion service  to  implement  the  change  at  an  annual 
figure  of  $5400,  providing  a  two-year  contract  is  signed. 
Such  a  contract  would  eliminate  the  necessity  of  pur- 
chasing a  bus  as  well  as  problems  of  maintaining  and 
operating  the  vehicle.  This  eliminates  many  past  ob- 
jections of  buying  a  bus  and  the  cost  of  operating 
under  such  a  contract  is  not  much  greater  than  if  the 
district  were  to  own  and  operate  its  own  bus. 

I  personally  feel  that  the  district  should  vote  for 
this  plan  at  the  annual  meeting.  This  will  be  the  third 
vote  taken  on  the  matter  and  I  feel  that  if  the  plan 
is  not  approved  this  year  the  will  of  the  vote  should 
prevail.  It  must  be  assumed  that  the  parents  of  the 
students  and  the  voters  are  satisfied  with  the  education 
presently  being  provided,  and  do  not  desire  to  change, 
even  though  students  going  on  to  high  school  have  a 
difficult  time  to  cope  with  the  work  that  is  expected 
and  required  of  them  in  a  larger  system.

The  budget  for  the  coming  year  will  depend  on 
whether  the  tuition  plan  is  voted.  If  the  district  oper- 
ates on  the  same  basis  as  currently,  the  proposed  budget 
will  be  $83,389.25  compared  to  $31,594.05.  If  grades 
7  and  8  are  tuitioned,  the  proposed  budget  will  be 
$38,021.45. 

The  major  increase  in  the  budget  for  next  year  if 
we  keep  operating  under  the  present  organization  is  for 
teachers'  salaries  and  for  a  part-time  music  teacher. 
Modest  increases  have  been  planned  for  the  present 
teachers,  which  will  bring  the  average  salary  to  approxi- 
mately $4,000.  This  is  more  than  $800  behind  the 
state   average   salary  in    rural    communities   similar   to 
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Grantham.  The  part-time  music  teacher  will  bring 
another  service  to  Grantham  that  is  now  missing  in 
our  curriculum. 

Two  facts  should  be  considered  in  the  increased 
money  to  be  raised  if  grades  7  and  8  are  tuitioned. 
First,  the  cost  of  transportation  has  to  be  figured  into 
the  budget;  this  will  provide  service  for  high  school  as 
well  as  the  elementary  pupils.  This  service  will  save 
parents  worry  and  consternation  considering  the  uncer- 
tainty of  the  methods  that  high  school  pupils  get  to 
and  from  school  at  present.  The  cost  of  transportation, 
as  explained  earlier  in  this  report,  is  the  complete  cost 
and  does  not  involve  the  purchase  of  a  vehicle.  Second- 
ly, more  money  is  asked  for  tuition  to  cover  the  larger 
number  of  students  involved,  but  savings  have  been 
made  in  other  areas  of  the  budget  by  cutting  down  on 
some  items. 

REVENUE 

It  is  hard  to  estimate  at  this  time  what  the  out- 
side revenue  will  be  for  next  year.  For  this  reason  it 
appears  that  the  tax  assessment  will  increase.  However, 
if  you  examine  the  receipt  side  of  the  budget,  you  will 
note  that  this  year  $35,377.58  will  actually  have  been 
raised  through  taxation  or  state  help.  The  only  real 
uncertainty  is  whether  the  special  aid  for  needy  dis- 
tricts will  be  continued.  I  feel  that  every  effort  will  be 
made  by  the  Legislature  to  do  something  similar  this 
year  as  was  done  for  the  past  two  years.  Other  aid 
will  be  approximately  the  same  for  next  year  as  this 
year  with  a  slight  increase  in  the  money  expected  from 
the  sweepstakes,  while  a  slight  decline  in  foundation 
aid  is  possible  due  to  a  smaller  number  of  pupils  to  be 
figured  into  the  formula.  Additional  money  has  been 
asked  by  the  State  Dept.  of  Education  for  foundation 
aid  and  present  indications  appear  that  both  political 
parties  in  the  General  Court  will  do  something  for 
next  year. 
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TUITION 

At  the  present  time  there  are  twenty-five  students 
from  Grantham  going  to  high  school  for  which  the  dis- 
trict pays  tuition.  Sixteen  attend  school  in  Lebanon 
and  nine  in  Newport.  In  addition,  there  are  several 
attending  elementary  grades  in  the  two  towns  for  which 
the  parenfs  pay  the  tuition  charges. 

It  is  anticipated  that  next  year  the  number  will 
remain  about  the  same  and  from  projected  enrollment 
this  trend  will  continue  in  the  future.  This  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  practically  all  students  go  on  to  high 
school  at  the  present  time  and  not  too  many  drop  out 
of  school.  This  fact  is  commendable  considering  the 
hardship  involved  for  many  to  attend  school. 

The  tuition  rate  in  Lebanon  next  year  for  grade 
9  will  be  $420  and  from  grades  10-12  the  rate  will  be 
$505.  The  rates  in  Newport  for  19G5-66  will  be  $403 
for  grades  7-9  and  $490  for  grades  10-12.  All  rates 
in  Newport  and  Lebanon  include  the  rental  charge  that 
is  allowed  by  law. 

TEACHERS 

The  district  was  fortunate  in  securing  Mrs.  Minnie 
Smith  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  upper  grade  room  at 
the  Village  School.  Mrs.  Smith,  Mrs.  Towne  and  Mrs. 
Langley  have  been  doing  a  fine  job  and  the  district 
should  be  appreciative  of  their  work  with  your  children. 
CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  school  board,  the  teacher 
consultant,  Mr.  Merrill,  the  teachers,  the  parents  and 
friends  of  the  school  for  their  interest  in  Grantham's 
educational  problems.  I  hope  this  interest  continues 
and  our  action  and  votes  will  show  that  we  are  doing 
what  is  best  for  the  students.

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REFOBT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTAINT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

The  American  Book  Company  Reading  Program  was 
adopted  this  year  in  grades  one  through  six  of  the 
Grantham  schools.  All  of  the  towns  in  Supervisory 
Union  No.  32  are  now  using  the  same  basal  reading 
program.  I  feel  that  this  is  good  not  only  for  the  stu- 
dents, but  also  for  the  teachers  and  supervisors.  We 
can  now  set  up  reading  workshops  and  include  teachers 
from  all  the  communities.  Also,  students  transferring 
from  one  district  to  another  are  not  at  a  disadvantage 
because  they  can  easily  pick  up  where  they  left  off. 

The  handwriting  program  continues  to  be  received 
enthusiastically  by  students,  teachers  and  parents.  Each 
year  we  can  see  very  definite  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  written  work  at  all  grade  levels. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  CURRICULUM  IMPROVEMENT: 
Mathematics 

I  recommend  to  the  community  and  School  Board 
that  a  modern  mathematics  program  be  started  in 
grades  one  through  four  next  year.  The  reasons  for 
this  recommendation  are  many,  however  I  will  cite 
only  a  few.  First,  most  communities  in  our  area  have 
gone  into  a  modern  math  program  and  this  includes 
the  two  communities  of  Lebanon  and  Newport.  I  men- 
tion these  communities  because  most  of  the  Grantham 
students,  when  they  reach  high  school  age,  go  to  school 
in  one  or  the  other.  Your  students  should  have  the 
same  background  as  those  with  whom  they  will  be 
competing  in  secondary  school.  I  also  recommend  that 
the  teachers  take  the  course  in  modern  mathematics 
scheduled  to  begin  at  Lebanon  High  School  May  5, 
1965.  Because  the  tuition  rate  on  courses  has  increased 
and  because  the  children  of  the  community  will  benefit 
from  having  the  teacliers  take  the  course,  I  further 
recommend  that  the  District  pay  one-half  the  tuition 
cost  of  this  course. 
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Reading 

To  further  improve  the  reading  program,  particu- 
larly at  the  primary  level,  I  recommend  that  the  District 
adopt  a  new  phonics  program  called  Phonetic  Keys  to 
Reading.  This  program  presents  a  different  approach 
to  the  teaching  of  reading  in  that  it  introduces  phonetic 
training  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  first  grade.  It  is 
based  on  the  assumption  that  pupils  should  have  a 
knowledge  of  the  letters  and  their  sounds  before  formal 
reading  is  started.  Using  this  approach,  at  the  outset, 
the  first  grade  pupils  are  given  a  means  and  a  basis 
for  attacking  words  independently. 

This  program  has  been  used  with  a  great  deal  of 
success  in  Lebanon  this  year.  We  have  found  it  to  be 
one  of  the  most  effective  programs  we  have  ever  used 
in  teacliing  children  to  become  independent  readers. 
This  program  would  not  replace  the  basal  program, 
but  would  equip  children  with  the  tools  to  make  read- 
ing much  easier  and  more  enjoyable  for  them.  It  is 
relatively  inexpensive,  approximately  $1.62  per  student, 
and  I  recommend  it  to  you  as  a  strong  complement  to 
the  reading  program. 
Music 

Although  the  teachers  have  been  doing  a  great  deal 
more  with  music  than  in  the  past,  a  music  supervisor 
would  help  give  the  teacher  direction  in  building  a 
sound  music  curriculum.  I  strongly  recommend  that  the 
District  support  a  program  calling  for  a  Music  Super- 
visor on  a  part-time  basis.  It  would  involve  no  more 
than  a  few  hours  each  week  plus  a  small  travel  expense. 
I  feel  that  this  is  needed  and  urge  the  support  of  each 
and  every  citizen. 

Teachers 

The  District  has  been  most  fortunate  in  retaining 
the  services  of  such  high  quality  teachers  as  Mrs.  Towne 
and  Mrs.  Langley,  and  of  securing  the  services  of  Mrs. 
Smith  at  the  Village  School.  All  are  dedicated  people 
and  doing  a  fine  job  of  instructing  your  children. 
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I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  School  Nurse,  Mrs. 
Klotz,  has  arranged  for  physicals  for  the  children  at 
both  the  Village  and  North  Grantham  Schools.  This 
will  be  a  help  in  the  early  detection  and  treatment  of 
physical  defects. 
Conclusion 

This  has  been  an  interesting  and  challenging  year. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  such  dedicated  people  as 
your  Superintendent,  School  Board  and  teachers  in  pro- 
viding quality  education  for  your  children.

1964-1965 

We  are  all  aware  that  physically  sound  children 
make  much  better  progress  in  school;  therefore  a  health 
program  is  important  to  every  school  regardless  of  size. 
The  cooperation  of  parents  is  necessary  and  they  are 
urged  to  keep  their  child  at  home  if  there  is  evidence 
of  illness,  in  order  to  avoid  exposing  other  students.  A 
simple  cold  is  often  a  symptom  of  a  communicable 
disease. 

Heights,  weights,  hearing  and  vision  tests  are  com- 
pleted by  your  school  nurse.  This  year  we  were  fortunate 
to  enlist  the  services  of  Dr.  MoflPat  of  New  London  to 
give  all  the  students  a  physical  examination.  Any 
problems  found  by  the  doctor  are  reported  to  parents 
for  follow-up  work.  I  feel  this  is  a  step  forward  in  our 
health  program.  All  findings  are  recorded  on  individual 
health  cards  which  will  follow  the  student  wherever  he 
may  continue  in  school. 

A  dental  program  was  presented  to  encourage  bet- 
ter dental  hygiene.  The  program  was  received  with 
enthusiasm  by  the  students.  I  am  hopeful  that  a  Den- 
tal Examination  Clinic  will  be  available  in  the  early 
spring. 

I  have  found  the  Grantham  and  North  Grantham 
students  very  receptive  to  better  health  information.  I 
wish  to  thank  Mr.  Tate,  Mr.  Merrill,  Mrs.  Spaulding, 
Mrs.  Langley  and  Mrs.  Towne  for  their  cooperation. 
Their  help  has  been  invaluable  to  me.
